For subscribers without such facilities, a printed copy can be 
produced and posted to you. If your subscription is affected you will be contacted in early 2002 to determine your 
preferred method of delivery. 


Secondly, publications that are released less frequently than annually (and some annual releases) are no longer 
advertised in this catalogue for advance ordering. As there is some uncertainty about the release dates of these 
publications, the ABS does not want to accept payment in advance. Information regarding publication release 
dates is regularly updated on the ABS website <www.abs.gov.au> and these products will be available for 
purchase online, commencing in 2002. See page 21 for further details. 


Finally, as there will be a greater emphasis on electronic dissemination of publications in future, the ABS is 
examining the development of an online subscription service supported by e-commerce facilities.

Measuring Australia's Progress 


Measuring a nation's progress -- providing information 
about whether life is getting better -- is one of the most 
important tasks that a national statistical agency can 
undertake. And for almost 100 years, the ABS has been 
measuring Australia's progress through the multitude of 
statistics we publish relating to the economy, society 
and the environment. But, for the most part, our 
statistical publications have tended to focus on each of 
these three broad areas in isolation from the others. 


Recent years have seen growing public interest in the 
inter-relationships between economic, social and 
environmental aspects of life. There have, for example, 
been debates about the sustainability of economic 
growth and a recognition that the environment is 
neither an inexhaustible source of raw materials nor 
capable of absorbing an unlimited amount of waste. 
Similarly, progress on social concerns -- such as health, 
education and crime -- has inter-relationships with the 
growth and composition of economic activity.

It also 
includes key economic indicators from the Reserve 
Bank of Australia, Commonwealth Treasury; Australian 
Bureau of Agricultural and Resource Economics 
(ABARE); the Australian Stock Exchange and the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD). AEI contains: comprehensive 
tables and charts on National accounts; International 
accounts; Consumption and investment; Production; 
Prices; Labour force and demography; Incomes and 
labour costs; Financial markets; State comparisons and 
International Comparisons; feature articles and 
technical notes relevant to economic analysts; quarterly 
updates of the Experimental Composite Leading 
Indicator of the Australian Business Cycle and a 
quarterly review of the economy.

2001 CENSUS 


The 2001 Census of Population and Housing was held 
on 7 August 2001. Since 1961 a census has been taken 
in Australia every five years. The objective of the census 
is to count the number of people in Australia on census 
night, identifying their key characteristics and those of 
the dwellings in which they live. 


Information contained in most census products is based 
on ‘place of enumeration‘ - that is, where people were 
counted on census night. Census counts are also 
available on a ‘usual residence basis‘ — that is, where 
people normally reside. 


Two stage release 

A two stage release strategy is in place for 2001 census 
data. The first release of data is planned for July 2002 
and the second release is planned to commence in late 
2002. This strategy places priority on the early 
dissemination of data which is easily processed. Census 
products based on first release data available in 2002 
include:

What are the Producer Price 
Indexes? 


The Producer Price Indexes (PPIs) are measures of 
changes in producers' prices, similar to the better 
known Consumer Price Index (CPI). While the CPI 
measures change in retail prices paid by households for 
goods and services, the PPIs measure changes in the 
prices of goods and services sold to businesses. 
Producer Price Indexes are compiled for the following 
sectors of the economy: 


= building and construction — price indexes are 
produced which measure changes in the prices of 
materials in constructing: (a) houses; and 
(b) other buildings (e.g. office blocks; shopping 
centres, schools, hospitals etc.); 


=» manufacturing industry — price indexes are 
compiled measuring changes in: (a) prices paid by 
manufacturer for materials used in producing 
manufactured goods; and (b) prices received by 
manufacturers for articles they produce; 


= service industries — price indexes are produced 
which measure changes in the prices received by 
the suppliers of selected services and 


= international trade — price indexes are compiled 
measuring changes in the prices of merchandise 
exports and imports. 


Price indexes are also produced for the supply of 
commodities to the Australian economy in a ‘stage of 
production‘ framework.
